1 . Claims 2-27, 29, 31 , 32, 34-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claims 16, 20, and 27 of separating a fetal heart signal from a pregnant 
female based by computing a singular value decomposition of a covariance matrix of 
the heart rate signal to yield a set of output signals has not been suggested or disclosed 
in the prior art when combined with the rest of the claim limitations of independent claim 
16,20, and 27. 

Regarding independent claims 31 , 35, and 39, for a employing filters to extract 
on or more fetal heart component signals by employing a cepstral transformation, 
filtration and inverse cepstral transformation to reduce noise has not been suggested or 
disclosed in the prior art when combined with the rest of the claim limitations of 
independent claims 31 , 35, and 39.
